4. Claims 1-12 and 16-20 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applicant 
a method/apparatus for digitally generating sound from phase and amplitude 
information of narrow bandwidth signal. Applicant's arguments filed on July 24, 2006 are 
persuasive to the examiner, particularly applicant stated, "Clark does not disclose at 
least applying a frequency gain to the phase derivative information, summing the results 
of the applying with an audio wave carrier having an audio band frequency and
